The discussion grose out of a letter from the 
Ship Constructors’ and Shipwrights’ Association 
asking the Board to receive a eputation, 

The Board acceded to the request, and Mr. G. 
0 Brien, who acted as spokesman of the deputa- 
tion, made a statement to the effect that, as 
the result of a boycott of the Dublin ship- 
yards by the shipping companies, 75 per cent. 
of the employés were now out of work. 

“I expect,” he declared, “ that to-night the 
dockyards will be closed down, and that 100 per 
cent. of the employés will be walking the 
streets.” He added that a ship which was being 
built for Valparaiso would leave Dublin to-day, 
and that there was virtually no other work op 
hands. 

THE CASE STATED. 


Mr. O’Brien, in putting his case, said that 
Some years ago the resident engineer of one of 
the largest companies in Dublin eaid that he 
had got instructions from his authorities in 
London not to have any repairs done in Dublin. 
Since then, except for one or two small jobs, 
very little work had been done in Dublin for 
ships belonging to that company. The resident 
engineer had stated that the prices in the 
Dublin dockyards were high, but his (Mr. 
O'Brien's) reply to that was that if they were 
too high for that company they were equally 
high for the Dublin Steam Shipping Company, 
which had its vessels built and repaired in 
Dublin.

If the workers 
in Dublin and those responsible for them took 
that into consideration conditions would be 
different. 

Mr. O'Brien— The wages are not 35 per cent. 
higher in Dublin.

AN IRISHMAN IN THE 
BALKANS.

Mr. Abraham's two books, “The Sur- 
geon’s Log” and “The Night Nurse, 
have reached respectively their twelith and 
ninth editions. The outstanding quality 
of his new book is not so much the ad- 
ventures which befell him as the character 
which these adventures reveal. Of course, 
there are two ways of revealing character 
in the war book or, indeed, in any book. 
In the one you are told that the hero is 
stern and brave, and in the other you are 
allowed by the course of the narrative to 
infer that he possesses these qualities. 
Mr. Abraham's Seok belongs to the latter 
class. He has the gift of allowing the 
salient features in the man or woman 
whom he describes to appear in a fashion 
which captivates the attention of the 
reader. oe 

We meet with many characteristics of 
the Serb which might be taken from our 
own land. “McLaren, the Canadian 
Scotsman, the ‘Chief,’ got up hurriedly 
from his chair, moved fretfully to the side 
of the ship, looked over the rail at the 
dark unbroken horizon, and said: ' We 
ought to be in Salonika to-day by time 
table. We're two days late already.’ His 
movement broke up the group, and we 
followed him to the rail. The drummer 
laughed, somewhat sarcastically: ‘ You're 
in the Orient now, Doc. Time doesn’t count 
here. You'll find the Serb has one word 
for everything, and that’s “ Sootra '— 
to-morrow.. When it comes to pro-crast- 
in-ation he’s some bird.’ ” So, indeed, we 
note that throughout this book the surgical 
—and other—work was pers time after 
time by the insufferable delays of the 
Serbs. ' 

How well Mr. Abraham can write is 
evident in his description of Salonika, the 
Thessalonica of the New Testament. 
“ Salonika,’’ he remarks, “like every other 
ancient city, still flourishing, is a palimp- 
sest of history. Situated on the broad 
alluvial plain, formed by the junction of 
the Vardar and the Inji Karasu, spread- 
ing up to the hills on the north between 
its crumbling walis, from the Tower of 
Blood on the sea-front to the Castle of the 
Seven Towers (Heptapyrgion),.it presents 
a moving picture in which the Eastern 
note is ever dominant, in spite of the 
modernity of electric cars on the front, 
and elaborately stuecoed white villas alung 
the sea-shore beyond the walls to the east. 
This note is partly due to the constant 
panorama presented by the kaleidoscopic 
passers-by—portly fezzed Turks, white- 
capped Albanians, Cretans with enor- 
mously baggy trousers, tall, white-kilted 
Greek mountaineers with whiskered shoes, 
solemn Greek priests all in black, 
patriarchal Jewish Rabbis, dark-skinned, 
piratical-looking sailors, gold-earringed, 
with gaudy handkerchiefs tied around 
their heads, arriving from the neighbour- 
ing gean Islands with. their cargoes of 
fish, mussels, squids, sponges, which they 
were unloading from the feluccas along 
the sea-front. But it is chiefly, I think, 
caused by the fact that, no matter where 
you wander, you constantly come across 
some great-iomed mosque, with its: soul- 
uplifting minaret, a slender white finger 
pointing towards the high heaven, the one 
great contribution Mohammedan archi- 
tecture has given to the esthetic pleasure 
of the world.”’ 

Throughout this fascinating piece of 
artistic work, we are conscious of the 
present, but we are no less conscious of 
the past in the present. The travellers, 
with Steve, an American, stumbled into a 
common-place street with its tram-lines, 
and this proved to be the Via Egnatia, 
the great Roman road running fro 
stantinople across .Macedgnia , 
Adriatic, built to connect the tw 
capitals of the Empire.

It had seen the gorgeous 
er of Byzantine emperors. 

ierce, hook-nosed Saracens had stormed 
through it, scimitar in hand, in triumph. 
It had looked down upon the hosts of the 
Crusaders. The Norman knights of Boni- 
face, Marquis of Montferrat, King of 
Thessalonica, had kept watch and ward 
within its portals. Captains of the great 
Republic of Venice, panoplied in armour, 
had defended it against’the onslaughts 
of the dread Osmanli. Finally, the 
Crescent had triumplied over the Cross; 
and then, for over five hundred years, 
it had slumbered peacefully under the 
shadow of the Padishah. “And then,” 
concludes the author, “had come the 
change, sudden, sharp, dramatic, heralded 
by the rapid staccato of the machine gun. 
A miracle had happened. The immemorial 
Turk had vanished like a vision in the 
night. His reign was over. The voice of 
the muzzein had ceased to call the faith- 
ful to prayer. The Cross was once again 
in the ascendant. The Crescent was no 
more. The conflict had been so recent 
that the scars were still fresh when we 
came upon the scene. Through the ad- 
joining streets the struggle had lasted 
for forty-eight hours ; and here and there 
the stuccoed fronts of the houses were stil] 
pitted by bullet-holes no one had yet time 
to plaster over.”’

TO-DAY’S SHAKESPEARE. 


“What mankind have long possessed 
they have often examined and compared: 
and if they persist to value the possession 
it is because frequent comparisons have 
confirmed: opinion in its favour.” So 
writes Dr, Johnson in the preface to his 
edition ef Shakespeare, published in 1765. 
In entering this arena of “frequent com- 
parison’ with their edition of -“ The 
Works of Shakespeare,” Sir Arthur 
Quiller Couch and Mr. Wilson come witha 
disarming array of bibliographical and 
palwographical research. The acumen 
and ease in méinutio with which they 
marshal and group these facts or sup- 
positions to clear the text of obscure 
and disputed points impel our warmest 
thanks. If we cannot always concur with 


| the alterations and additions, we recog- 


nise, at least, that they are warranted as 
alternatives. None is grounded on mere 
surmise. =“ 

“Q” writes the “ General Introduction.”’ 
and the introduction proper to 
Tempest.”’ In ‘the first he deals with 
matters bearing upon Shakespeare's career 
from his early manhood. Sir Arthur 
accepts as authentic the entry in the 
“Accounts of the Revels,’’ which notes 
“The Tempest’’ as being produced on 
Hallowmas Night, 1611. This, however 
is still doubted by “a few scholars.” It 
is probable, at any rate, that the play was 
written up for the betrothal of the Prin- 
cess Elizabeth, daughter of James I. and 
“incomparable Queen of Hearts’’ of her 
time. . 

The precedent of the old editions: in 
placing “The Tempest’’ first has been 
again followed, largely because of the 
historical value of the arrangement, but 
the last word as to the accepted chrono- 
logical order of the plays, with their 
impendimenta, is given. This, in itself, 
is the story of Shakespeare's development. 
The second introduction, with its poetical] 
appreciations of Elizabeth of hemia 
(whose portrait is_reproduced), the several 
characters of the play, and the play itself, 
is in the nature of thoughtful study, but 
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holds little that is new or controversial. 
It is in the “Textual Introduction ' and 
“A Note on Punctuation’ that such 
things abound. Shakespeare used punctua- 
tion, apart from. syntax, for dramatic 
significance and stage direction. Thus we 
had full stops in the middle of a sentence. 
These pauses are defined differently here, 
actual stage directions inserted, and even 
mise en scene pictured. These are helpful 
to the modern reader where they were, 
perhaps, not needed by the Elizabethan 
actor. Still, do they not come perilously 
near adding to, instead of freeing the poet 
from, “the accretions of a long line of 
editors, deplored by “Q’’? 

Mr. Wilson supports the healthy re- 
action against superfluity of scenery in the 
performance of the plays. We were 
glad to see that Mr. Doran followed this 
idea in his productions at the Gaiety 
Theatre. Here plain, even poor, stage 
adjuncts in simple lines support, and do 
not take from, the fine diction of gthe 


their own environment. We did not 
greatly care for '“ The Tempest ’’ as pro- 
duced in London last season ; but that 
was through its lack of spontaneity and 
its over-elaboration. The play is essen- 
tially rhythmic and musical. Indeed, 
Beethoven said that it inspired his mystic 
“Sonata in D minor.”’ To gain a sense 
of its inner harmony and wonderful scope 
we recommend a close study of the notes 
and the clear text of this most useful 
pocket edition.

EUCKEN ON. SOCIALISM. 

There is a twofold interest in Herr 
Eucken's book on Socialism. There is the 
interest proper which attaches to a skilful 
analysis of a vague term, and there is the 
added interest in the sidelights which the 
book *throws on German mentality. Broadly 
speaking, the conclusions of the author are 
hostile to the claims of Socialism. There 
are reasons—typical German reasons—for 
this attitude. How can any save the 
aristocrats govern the Aoi polloi.for their 
good? How can a set of people be content 
under any other form of rule? It is 
a point of view as old as Plato and 
Aristotle. We might urge ethical con- 
siderations in this matter. Before the 
world stand two ideals to-day, and they are 
roughly typified by the capitalist régeme 
and the proposed Socialist régime. Under 
the former we have efficiency, but we cer- 
tainly have not equality. 


Under the latter 
we are promised equality, but just as cer- 
tainly we shall not possess efficiency. 
There is not the least need to invoke the 
example of Russia in order to prove this 
point. So long as self-interest persists as 
a dominant motive in the human breast, so 
long will inequality make an appeal. If 
men were perfect, Socialism would be prac- 
ticable—but then it would not be needed. 
There is nothing particularly novel in 
the author’s claim to analyse Socialism as 
an ideal of life as well as an economic 
statement. Indeed, the strength of the 
socialistic argument, such as it is, lies 
largely in ethical considerations. There is 
no need to say that these considerations are 
employed by Herr Eucken with keenness 
and with philosophical ability ; for that is 
but to say that he is the author óf this 
book. We learn, however, much else in 
the examination provided in this volume. 
We learn that among the evils of the Ger- 
man State was the fact that, right down to 
our own time, this State demanded many 
sacrifices of its subjects without taking any 
trouble to secure their assent and consent. 
Such a thing was possible in earlier ages, 
when life was more oppressive: but it is 
impossible now that the minds of men are 
awake. We learn.also that dislike of Ger- 
manggibroad corresponded to the dislike of 
ófhciais in the Fatherland. 
rhe unhappy issue of the war, we are in- 
formed, is age due to the fact that the 
nation which regarded itself as a nation of 
poets and thinkers had not the gift of 
presentation, the eloquence; the wit. to 
compete with the superior propaganda of 
other peoples. The Germans—such is the 
admission made—were . clumsy in the 
psychic mobilisation of their ‘forces, in 
organising them and concentrating them 
upon the great struggle. They did not 
sufficiently apply their strength at decisive 
— The German om á to take to 
ieart the words of Philo, that man does 
not live in a desert; he must not under- 
estimate others, and must remember that 
he has not only the reality. but also the 
appearance, to consider.

Too long have we sub- 
mitted to the tyranny of ‘the ordinarv 
house-painter, with his crude sense of 
colour, and the ordinary +ouse-furnishing 
firm that has filled our houses with brass 
and iron bedsteads, horse-hair sofas stiff 
unlovely suites, slate mantelpiece clocks 
and such like monstrosities, Happily the 
taste both of the painter and the house- 
furnisher is improving; but they still 
require to be watched, and especially the 
paper-hanger. es 

To all who are engaged in the pleasant 
task of furnishing a home w! | 
enough ‘money left after satisfying the 
exactions of the tax-coliector and the 
“ Profiteers,” we commend this excellent 
guide. In it they will find many valuable 
hints as to the decoration of rooms 
arrangement and styles of furniture 
accompanied by a wealth of illustration, 
The authors, naturally, conimend the plan 
of casual picking up of attractive bits of 
old furniture; but, as they observe “ al] 
old furniture is not beautiful : some bá is 
is only quaint, and some of it is frankly 
clumsy and useless and out of place in any 
room. They lay down the rule, the only 
rule that can be framed: “ Exclude ugly 
clumsy furniture and meaningless a. 
ments, whether they are old or 
every room.’ 

In regard to decoration we are inclined 
to agree with the authors that “in small 
rooms the walls should. be regarded 
primarily as a background for the furni- 
ture, and plain treatments make the most 
satisfactory settings.” Florid. complicated 
unrestful patterns in wallpapers should be 
rejected. The volume treats first of decord- 
tion, then of harmony in arrangement, 
and proceeds throigh the following 
chapters to treat oO chides and settees, 
tables and sideboards, chests and cabinets. 
beds, book-shelves, lights, mirrors. and 
finally of miscellaneous matters, such as 
screens, flowers, clocks, and cushions. 
Some of the authors’ recommendations are 
such as call for considerable means, but 
many are quite within the reach of people 
of very moderate in es. house may 
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of quite cheap and inexpensive materials. 
The great matter is to get people's tastes 
so educated that they will reject the ugly, 
the bizarre, the pretentious, the over-, 
ornamented, and the crude in colour.

PULPIT ILLUSTRATIONS. 


Mr. Knox, who isa well-known ernie 9 
terian minister in the North of eo me 
in tle preface to his new book * el 
trations, says: “It is now recogniser ee 
a sermon or speech or article withou 
illustrations is like a house without 
windows.” He observes that “1t 1s — 
worthy that preachers who dispense wit 
illustrations usually speak to empty 
pews.” Finally, he claims for the present 
compilation that the illustrations “é 
“modern, vivid, and unhackneyed — 
calculated to impart illumination an 
effectiveness to sermon or speech. an 
regard to the first of these statements Mr. 
Knox is, no doubt, right in the main. 
Even philosophers and metaphysicians like 
the late William James and M. Bergson 
recognise the value of analogy and parable 
not only to commend, but to convey, their 
doctrines.. That preachers who dispense 
with illustrations usually ~ lose their 
audience is a more disputable proposition. 
At any rate, it needs some qualification. 
But it may be admitted that the be 
taste for a good illustration 1s ounded 
on a real mental need, contempt of which 
will by so much diminish the preacher # 
hold upon his hearers. 

That Mr. Knox’s collection of illustra- 
tions ‘fulfils the claim made for it will be 
readily and.cordially admitted. The illus- 
trations are fresh; they have been tested 
by use; and they are not too much of the 
anecdotal order. Illustrations drawn 
from biography and history and the 
natural sciences are, as a Tule, more 
acceptable and helpful than the petty little 
anecdotes which have been so often foisted 
upon long-suffering congregations. One 
small criticism we may make—that Mr. 
Knox has not, in a number of cases, in- 
dicated the source of his quotation or the 
authority for an incident narrated. When 
a preacher in his discourse remarks, “ As 
a great man once said, and withholds

Although the financial result is much below the 
fotal realised for the first three days last year, 
‘the prices realised have reached the respectable 
total of a little over 150,000 gns. Chief interest 
yesterday centred round the disposal of Sir A. 
Bailey's breeding and racing studs, numbering 67 
lots. They came up quite early in the forenoon, 
after Mr. W. de Pledze’ s draft of brood mares from 
iis Irish stud.

Is the despite of Fate against Ireland 
never to be relaxed? The country will 
read with deep concern the statement 
which Mr. de Valera issued last night 
after a prolonged meeting of the Cabinet 
of Dail Eireann. Five Irish “ pleni- 
potentiaries’’ have signed a treaty of 
peace between this country and Great 
Britain. As skilful and patient negotiators 
they justified the faith which Nationalist 
Ireland placed in them. The treaty—if 
it is accepted—means an end of age-long 
strife, gives to an Irish Free State a place 
of profit and honour in the community of 
the Empire, and promises to close the 
ancient breach between North and South. 
The whole Nationalist Press and; as we 
believe, the vast majority of Southern 
Irishmen have accepted it with joy. The 
loyalist minority are ready to put their 
faith in the good-will of which Mr. Arthur 
Grifith has assured them. Now Mr. de 
Valera steps between Ireland and her hopes. 
He “cannot recommend the acceptance of 
the treaty either to Dail Eireann or to 
the country.” In this attitude he is sup- 
ported by two of his Ministers, Mr. Austin 
Stack and Mr. Cathal Brugha. Mr. de 
Valera’s statement shows that a majority 
of his Cabinet stands for the ratification 
of the treaty; but it seems that the 
matter was not put to the vote. It is left 
to the decision of a public session of Dail 
Eireann which will be held next Wednes- 
day.

M. Briand’s Note does not try to explain 
away the Franklin-Bouillon Treaty with. 
the Turks. On the contrary, it seeks to 
justify the conclusion of this strange pact, 
and assures the British Government that 
there is no cause for anxiety. Guarantees | 
for the safety of the Christian minorities 
in Cilicia have been obtained “from 
Mustapha Kemal. They are regarded as | 
“ satisfactory '’ not only by the Christians | 
themselves, but also by the French troops | 
who are evacuating the territory, and by | 
the French Consuls who are about to take 
up their duties. All the property which | 
the Christians “lost,” during the recent 
fighting will be restored to them, and the 
Kemalist Government has promised France 
that they shall not be molested in any way. 
Furthermore, the Turks will not be per- 
mitted to transport troops along the North 
Syrian railway for any purpose which may 
be inimical to British interests. Above 
all, they will not be allowed to send 
troops for the invasion of Mesopotamia. 
So far as they go, these guarantees are 
all very well; but, unfortunately, Britain 
has had some experience of Turkish 
promises, and it is safe to say that, so far 
as the guarantees to the Christians are 
concerned, they are utterly worthless. 
Moreover, they are quite beside the point. 
France assumed full responsibility for 
Cilicia under “he Peace Treaty. She 
accepted a mandate from the League of 
Nations which she has no right whatever 
to sub-let. The Turks have proved them- 
selves to be incapable of governing 
Christian communities and even at present 
pogroms are matters of weekly oecurrence. 
lí France is justified in her action, 
Britain would be equally justified in 
handing back the Kenya Colony to the 
Germans or in withdrawing her Army 
of Occupation from the Rhine. 

The whole business is deplorable. We 
have much sympathy with the French 
point of view in many respects; but the 


bers continue to act independently of one 
another. Britain, France, and Italy must 
act in concert in all matters of foreign 
policy. Otherwise the whole structure of 
the new Europe will come toppling to the 
ground and the work of the past seven 
years will have been in vain. The Paris 
Figaro shares this view. “ The Allies,’’ it 
writes, “must put their affairs in order 
and define their interests. While F rance, 
England, and Italy appear to -be groping 
about in the dark, Germany is patiently 
and methodically pursuing her aim of 
destroying the Treaty of Versailles.” M. 
Briand is said to desire an early meeting 
with Mr. Lloyd George and the Italian 
Premier, and if such a meeting should take 
place, its first duty will be to reach an 
agreement on this question of ‘Cilicia. The 
Near East is in a sorry muddle. The 
Graeco-Turkish war has made a dead- 
letter of the Treaty of Savros, despite 
Britain’s efforts to keep it alive, The 
Balkans are beginning to murmur again. 
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Thrace. France holds the key to safety. 
While she follows her own purposes, with- 
out regard to the interests of her partners 
in-the Entente, no progress can be made 
with the tasks of peace. She may secure a 
hegemony in Asia Minor, but at what cost? 
She will alienate the sympathies of her 
best friends in the British Empire; 
almost certainly she will fall foul of 
Italy ; and she will be left with the Turks 
and the Poles as her only Allies. : 


Reparations. 


There is a prospect that a clear under- 
standing on the question of German 
reparations may be reached in the near 
future. Hitherto France and Britain 
have been pursuing different, and some 
times divergent, courses. They have de- 
cided now to pool their information and 
to adopt a common policy. M. Loucheur, 
accompanied by financial experts, has 
arrived in London from Paris. He-had 
a conference yesterday with Sir Robert 
Horne and spent last night with the Prime 
Minister at Chequers. The matters which 
the two Governments must discuss include 
the payment of the next German instal- 
ments, the question of payments in kind, 
and France’s separate arrangement with 
Germany under the Wiesbaden Agreement. 
It is understood that Britain requires 
certain guarantees in regard to this 
instrument. No doubt, the present ex- 
change of views will result in a com- 
promise wee while giving Germany 
time to pay her debts, will ensure that 
she shall not be allowed to dodge her 
creditors. It is announced from Berlin 
that Dr. Rathenaw has been able to raise 
a loan of £6,000,000 in London and that 
the next instalment of the indemnity will 
be paid without fail in January. Future 
instalments will depend on the plans 
which the Allies are now concerting for 
the stabilisation of Germany’s finance. 
The general view is that she will receive 
a respite during which she must make a 
real effort to set her house in order. The 
price of further loans or of a moratomum 
must be the acceptance of a definite 
measure of Allied control,

The pay allotted to Irish troops was mis¢rably 
small, save in the case of colonel-proprietors, 
who drew 10 per cent. on all payments made on 
behalf of their regiments, and probabiy en- 
joyed an income of £4,000 in English money. 
Very different was the plight of subordinate 
officers. A captain’s pay averaged 2s. 6d. and 
a lieutenant’s 1s. 8d. per diem. The ecale for 
lower ranks was—sergeants 44., corporals 3d., 
and privates 2d. daily. All below the rank of 
sergeant were mulcted in a jd. per diem to 
cover the cost of their linen, shoes and stock- 
inge, but non-commissioned ranks received two 
daily rations of bread, meat, and wine. Al- 
though two hundred years ago the purchasing 
power of money was thrice as great as at 
present, these poor fellowes must have found it 
very difficult to make two ends meet. ‘In most 
cases, however, their piitance was supplemented 
from home, their families losing no opportunity 
of sending money and clothing to the exiles.

Don Oviedo is the first of the Ameri-

the bird. In a work, published about 1525, in 
which he gives detailed accounts of the West 
Indies and their fauna and flora, be writes of 
the turkey as a kind of eacock, and states 
that “because of the excellent taste” of their 
flesh, they were reared by the Europeans of 
New Spain, where they were first found, and 
thence carried to New Casiille and to the West 
India Islands. 

No name is given to the bird by this early 
writer, but about a quarter of a century later 
another fellow-countryman, who learned much 
about wild life in his travels in the New’ World. 
published a book in 1553, and calls the turkey 
the gallopavo, and states that it resembles in 
shape the peacock and the domestic cock, and 
that of all the fowls in New Spain, its flesh 
is the most delicious, As discovery proceeded, 
observers found the b in Virginia and 
Louisiana and one early chronicler, who noticed 
the difference between the wild and tame birds, 
wrote :—** Huexolot gallus est Pndicus, quem 
gallipavonem quidam vocant, noruntque omnes.”’ 

Piedro de Ciesca saw them so far south as 
the Isthmus of Darien, and Dampier some years 
later observed them in Yuoatan. -

In the period of French, Dutch, and English 
colonisation, turkey-breeding must have been 
extensively practised by the settlers, for in 1784 
an English traveller named Kalm, who explored 
a good deal of Massachusetts, wrote :—“ The 
wild turkeys run about here in the woods. Their 
wildness excepted, they are in nothing different 
from ours, but in being generally a little larger, 
and, in having redder flesh, which is, however, 
superior in taste. When anyone finds their 
eggs in the woods, and places them under a 
uo hen to be hatched, the young, for the 
most part, become tame also, but when they 
grow up they make their escape.” : 

According to another English writer, I. F. D. 
Smyth, who published his travels in 1784, he 
often saw flocks of over 5,000 turkeys in the 
“uncultivated country behind Virginia.”

% is difficult to know whether France or 
England first had the privilege of sampling this 
favourite bird. Certain, however, it is that 
the first scientific description was written by 
a Frenchman named Gyllins, who died in 1555 
and whose description was adopted by Gesner 
and Aldrovandus in their works on ornithology.

A few years later, La Bruyére-Champier, one 
of the most esteemed writers of the sixteenth 
century, records that turkeys had heen brought 
to France from the Indian Islands discovered by 
the Portuguese and Spanierds.

THE ENDING OF AN OLD FEUD. 

Addressing the inaugural meeting im London 
yesterday of the Wales and Monmouthshire 
National Unionist Council, Mr. Austen Chamber- 
jain said there had been so many accidents in 
Irish affairs, so many disappointments, that 
even now he did not like to use the language 
of exaggerated confidence, but he believed that 
in the articles which they signed in the early 
hours of the morning a couple of days ago 
they had found the solution of a problem which 
nad puzzled and baffled their statesmanship 
ever since their relations with Ireland began, 
which had constituted the one spot in all the 
world where British rule has failed to reconcile 
the people to whom it was extended. 

“I do not think, whatever the final end of 
the Coalition may be,” he continued, “that 
history will judge it harshly, and if by that 
Coalition, in addition to what else we have 
done, we have ended this old feud and brought 
Ireland whole-heartedly into the Empire, which 
she has helped to found, and laid the founda- 
tions of lasting peace and good-will, then 1 
think the Coalition will have achieved some- 
thing which is not only invaluable in itself, 
put which could not have been achieved by 
any other means.” 

He added that a national settlement had been 
found, and he hoped would prove enduring 
and lasting, securing strength and unity to the 
Empire and liberty and freedom to all Lrish- 
men. 


JAILS AND INTERNMENT CAMPS 
OPENED. 

In accordance with the Royal Proclamation 
issued on Wednesday night, the doors of several 
of the jails and places of internment in Ireland 
were thrown open to political prisoners yester- 
day. 

The first men to b set at liberty in Dublin 
were the prisoners in Kilmainham Jail against 
«hom no charges had been made. They were 
released in. batches of 25 during the morning, 
and returned to the aty with their friends. 

The male prisoners m Mountjoy Jail were re- 
moved to the detention .barracks at Arbour 


| Hill, from which they will probably be set free 


to-day. 

Miss Frances Brady, Miss Crowley, and the 
Misses Cotter were released in the evening. 
from Mountjoy Prison, where they were serving 
sentences of penal servitude. They are the 
first convicted prisoners who have been re- 


The first batch of prisoners was released 
from Maryborough Jail at 2.30 p.m. They 
numbered about 50, and were escorted by large 
crowds, carrying flags and cheering, to the 
Courthouse, whore a reception was held in the 
Council Chamber. The prisoners were pro- 
vided with refreshments. Ee oan took 
place later, when batches of tefsix, and less 
were set at liberty. One hundred men were re- 
leased up to 5 o'clock. Most of the prisoners 
were from Cork and Kerry, and a few from 
Wexford and Waterford. 

Up to a late hour yesterday evening only two 
prisoners had been released from Waterford 
Jail—Miss Cullinane, of Kilmacthomas, County 
Waterford, and Miss Lilian Hawe, of Queens- 
town. On emerging from the jail they passed 
through a lane formed by local Volunteers 
and received a cordial greeting. 

The arrival of seven Maryborough prisoners 
be the 8.5 p.m. train in Waterford was 
heralded by an explosion of fog signals 
and by the lighting of a bonfire 
on the hill over the railway station. A 
torchlight procession, accompanied by the T. F. 
Meagher Brass Band and the War Pipers’ Band, 
went to the station, where the released men 
were given a great ovation. The monthly 
meeting of the Waterford Corporation was ad- 
journed in order to allow the members to re- 
ceive the prisoners. 

Special trains, beginning at 9 o'clock and 
continuing until 12, will leave Ballvkinlar to- 
day, carrying some 1,600 prisoners, who are 
principally from the South and West of Ireland. 

A special train will leave Maryborough at 
10 a.m. to-day for Cork, and another will leave 
Kildare at 2.30 p.m. for Athlone and other 
stations on the Midland Railway. 

We are asked to state that all internees who 
have to stay in Dublin before completing their 
journey home should call at 25 Rutland square, 
to communicate with the Irish Republican De- 
pendants’ Committee.

DEPARTING TROOPS. 


SERIOUS LOSS TO TRADE,

This view was emphasised yesterday by 
several leading farmers from different parts of 
the country, and one suggested that, if it were 
possible to do so, # scheme should be put 
forward, with a view of retaining, for some 
time at least, detachments of the British 
Forces. i 

This would, of course, be all right if, as was 
contemplated in Mr. Lloyd George's original 
peace offer, Ireland was to be recognised as. & 
recruiting area for the British Army, Upon 
this subject the Peace Agreement gives no infor. 
mation, but in view of the fact that Ivéland 
is to have a defence force of its own, the 
assumption is that the British Government will 
not maintain any recruiting dots here. 

In the great hunting centres in Dublin and 
Meath, and in Limerick, Cork, Kilkenny, and 
elsewhere, the military element will be missed 
from the various meets. 

Many provincial towns where military gar- 
risons existed in normal times owed the greater 
part of their trade to the military, and these 
will now be hard hit unless some compensating 
factor is supplied. Dublin, Cork, and Limerick, 
and towns like Naas, Newbridee, and Fermoy, 
have always had ‘a large military population, 
and the trade of these places will be seriously 
affected by their removal. 


CIVIL SERVANTS’ FEARS.

CONSIDERATION OF TRANSFER 
SCHEMES. 


The position of Civil! Servants in: an Irish 
Free State is one which is regarded as pro- 
foundly affecting these} Government officials, 
and for some time past ‘the Treasury has heen 
considering their positiop, and has asked mem- 
bers of the service to express their views as to 


whether they would prefer to remain in Ireland | 


or transfer to England. 

There has been virtually no response, we are 
informed, owing to the lack of definiteness in 
the offer, and to the uricertainty regarding the 
attitude of the future Trish Government.~ At 
its recent Council meeting, the -Civil Service 
Confederation decided ‘to set up án ad hoc 
Committee to safeguard the interests of its 
members in Ireland, and information on the 
whole matter is now being collected. 

It is understood by Customs and Excise 
servants that the Board of Customs and Excise 
intends to prevent any compulsory transfers of 
officers of the Customs and Excise to the Irish 
Governments, so far as that is at all possible. 

The chief purely Irish branches of administra- 
tion which will be affected are :—Household of 
the Lord Lieutenant, Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction, Charitable Donations 
and Bequests Office, Congested Districts Board, 
Public Record Office, Public Works Office, 
Registrar-General’s Office, Valuation and 
Boundary Survey, Law Charges and Criminal! 
Prosecutions, Supreme Court of Judicature, 
etc.; Irish Land Commission, County Court 
Officers, etc.; Dublin Metropolitan Police, Royal 
Irish Constabulary, Prisons, Refortnatory, and 
Industrial Schools; Criminal Lunatic Asylum, 
Public Education, Endowed Schools’ Commis- 
sioners, Science and Art, and Universities and 
Colleges. 

These do not include such branches of the 
Service as are common to both countries, such 
as the Customs and Inland Revenue. 

The ease of the temporary valuers is now 
before the Civil Service Staff Organisations. 
Fifty of them have received notice of dis- 
charge on the grounds of economy, states Mr. 
Charles Watney, of .Parliament Mansions, 
London, and it is agreed that there are 


sufficient vacancies in the establishment of the 


Permanent Staff to take all these temporary 
valuers now being dismissed.

THE KING. 


IRISH GUARDS' PLACE 
OF HONOUR. 
NEW DEPARTURE IN 
ADDRESS IN REPLY. 


(FROM OUR POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


LONDON, Thursday. 
The State offcers at Westminster are 
working very hard to secure that every- 
thing shall pass off well on Wednesday 


next, when the King and Queen go to the 


House of Lords for the opening of the 
Irish Session. Everything will be carried 


out in full State, and the King will use 


the great gold coach, now drawn by eight 
blacks instead of the old-time cream 
ponies. 

The Irish Guards will have the post of 
honour among the troops, and will be in 


possession of the approaches to the 
Houses of Parliament. The hour fixed 


for the Speech from the Throne is noon, 
and after the King has left the House of 


Lords both Houses will adjourn until 


three o'clock, It is expected that Parlia- 
ment will rise again by December 21. 
It is said that the Address to the 


Throne in reply to the King’s Speech will 
be of a rather different form from the 
usual. The Government has the idea of 


making it a vehicle for a special expression 


of gratitude to His Majesty for the part 
he has played in bringing about peace. 


If such an idea is carried out. the task 
of drawing up the Address will not be 


given to a Committee of the Cabinet, as 


usual, but will be undertaken by the 


Cabinet as a whole. 


A SHORT SESSION. 

The King’s speech opening Parliament next 
Wednesday (the Press Association says) will 
deal exclusively with Ireland. The present 
intention of the Cabinet is that the session 
shall be a very short one—possibly not lasting 
more than five days, and certainly concluding 
before Christmas with a prorogation. The 
sittings are to be devoted entirely to the object 
for which the two Houses are brought together. 

It is possible that, in addition to the resolu- 
tion which will be proposed approving the 
terms of the pact, it may be necessary to vote 
in Committee a sum of money for the service 
of the Irish Provisional Government ani to 
pass a Consolidated Fund Act. Such expendi- 
ture, it should be noted, would not be in the 
nature of a fresh charge on the taxpayer. 

That the plans of the Government include a 
dissolution at an early date is officially denied. 

Another session of Parliament will be opened 
at the end of January, when -the Irish Free 
State will be legally constituted; the Bill -for 
the Reform of the House of -Lords introduced ; 
and the ordinary financial business undertaken. 
Under these plans. a General Election is 
necessarily deferred until the niziddle of next 
ear. 


IRISH PEERS AFFECTED. 


In addition to changes in the constitu- 
tion of the House of Commons, the establish- 
ment of the Irish Free State will involve some 
alteration in the membership of the House of 
Lords, for the position of the 28 Irish repre- 
sentative Peers, elected for life, will then 
become very anomalous. This is held as in some 
degree strengthening the case of those who 
argue that constitutional practice «iil dictate 
an early dissolution. The matter may, how- 
ever, be left over until the introd:: tion of the 
sill promised by the Government for a general 
reform of the House of Lords. 
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BALLIN MEMOIRS, - 
'a ' 
/ LAST ATTEMPT TO AVERT 
‘ CATASTROPHE. 


The following extracts are taken from the 
second instalment by 7'Ae 7'imea Berlin Corre- 
spondent of the review of Herr Ballin’s memoirs 
and letters, collected and edited by his colleague 
on the Beard of the Hamburg-Amerika Line, 
Herr Bernhard Huldermann :— 

No sooner had the Haldane agreement been 
made than forces were at work to undermine it. 
A little later Mr. Churchill made his speech on 
the Navy Estimates, but somebody in London 
(it is not hinted who it was) must have tele- 
graphed an entirely misleading summary. to 
Berl, hinting that Mr. Churchill had declared 
the German Fleet to be a ‘“‘ luxurv Fleet.”’ a 
sentiment which very much offended German 
national feelings. The text of the spéech was 
soon available, and showed the impression to 
have been false. But Ballin found the task of 
counteracting it quite hopeless. 

From that point he saw that Germany was 
heading for war. He was convinced that Great 
Britain would come into the war on the side of 
France and Belgium. So, also, as he shows, was 
Count Metternich, Both frankly informed the 
Wilhelmstrasse. to: this effect. They estimated 
that the war would break upon the world at 
latest by 1915. But the Wilhelmstrasse, as we 
know from other memories, was deaf to the 
thinge it did not want to hear, and both were 
snubbed for ihcir pains. Ballin made one 
further attempt to avert the catastrophe. He 
had begun to foresee all too clearly. He seized 
the occasion of the visit of a British 
squadron to Kiel for the regatta week to put 
forward the proposal that Mr. Churchill should 


come over and thrash the matter out with Ad- 


miral Tirpitz in person. 

“ Churchill,” he says. “ was thoroughly 
agreeable, but unfortunately it was thought de- 
sirable in Germany—and this time it was the 
Kaiser was desired it—that the question should 
be officially put forward by England whether 
the visit would be welcome. It was palpably 
asking too much to expect the British Govern- 
ment to make such a request, and the invitation 
was not made. But Churchill sent word that if 
Tirpitz really wished to speak to him he would 
know how to find ways and means for a meeting. 
Thus this last attempt failed, and before others 
could be embarked upon the catastrophe broke 
loose.” 

Ballin was in London immediately before the 
declaration of war, and returned to Hamburg 
on July 27 with the view that “ even a mode- 
rately skilled German diplomatist could easily 
have come to an understanding with England 
and France, who could have made peace certain, 
and prevent Russia from beginning war.” 

Herr Huldermann gives a picture of the agita- 
tion on both sides. “ The people’ in London 
were certainly seriously concerned at the Aus- 
trian Note, but the extent to which the Cabinet 
desired the maintenance of peace may be seen 
{as an example) from the remark which 
Churchill, almost with tears in his eyes, made 
to Ballin as they parted : * My dear friend, don’t

SUBMARINE. 


Fifty-one members of the crew of the sub- 
marine 8 48, who escaped through the torpedo 
tubes after their ship had nose-dived in shallow 


water off Brmdgeport, Conn., have thrilling 


stories to tell of their adventures. “ 

Finding themselves at the bottom of the 
sea aiter the mishap, they discovered from the 
pressure gauges their exact depth, and an in- 
genious idea then occurred té some of the 
party.

The members of the crew then scrambled out 
through the torpedo tubes and managed to 
cling to the protruding bow for ten -hours. 

Darkness fell before they had been seen, 
and they made a bonfire of bedding, to fetch 
whick they had again to go down inte the 
vessel through the torpedo tubes. Finally, they 
attracted the attention of a passing tank 
steamer which brought them to the New York 
Naval Yard.

FAR EAST ENTENTE. 


GENERAL APPROVAL, 


WASHINGTON, Thursday. 
At the headquarters of the British representa- 
tives, it was stated that Japan has approved 
of the diplomatic proposals contined in the plan 
which Mr. Balfour, Mr. Hughes, aud Admiral 
Kato have provisionally accepted.

INTEGRITY OF CHINA. 


The Powers represented on the Far East 
Committee have adopted a resolution, agree- 
ing not to enter into any treaties or under- 
standings among themselves that would ‘impair 
the resolutions on the territorial and ad- 
ministrative integrity of China, drafted by Mr. 
Root, and passed by the Committee on Novem- 
ber 21st. 

It was explained that the resolution was 
tantamount to a declaration in principle against 
the extension by foreign Powers of further 
special spheres of influence or leased terri- 
tories in China.

LONDON WOOL SALES. 


Concluding auctions of present series of London- 
Colonial wool sales were held last evening, with 
catalogues comprising 9.809 bales, including 6,404 
bales on account of British-Australian: Wool Real- 
ixation Association and 3,405 h2les privately owned 
Punta Arenas wool. Sales closed with firm tone, 
recent prices for all classes being wel! maintained. 
The prices ruling in October series proved a de- 
terrent to new business, and it was evident that 
fresh orders from manufacturers would only be 
obtainable on a somewhat lower basis. Moreover, 
fall.in value of dhe mark materially affected demand 
from Germany, consequently present series opened 
rather flat. but competition soon improved on newly 
established basis, and demand for remainder of 
sales continued strong.

WRITING DOWN STOCKS. 


Sir Thomas Glen Coats, as Chairman of 
Directors, presided over the annual meeting of 
Messrs. J. and P. Coats at Glasgow yesterday, 
and moved the approval of the report, recom- 
mending a distribution for the year equal to 
17; per cent., inclusive of bonus. The results 
of the year’s trading, he said, justified his re- 
luctance last year in discussing the future, 
They had not escaped the trade slump. There 
had been a large decrease in turnover, not con- 
fined to a few market$, but more or less 
general throughout the world, and their earn- 
‘Ings had suffered accordingly. But for a wel- 
come recevery in several markets during the 


been considerably worse. he first of several 
reductions in prices having been made early 
this year, confidence began to.be restored, and 
buying to replenish the depleted stocks on a 
more liberal scald followed. Another feature 
responsible for thfir diminished profits was that 
they bought into the financial year stecks at 
high values. and it became necessary to reduce 
prices to stimulate sales. Their large stocks 
had been written down to the market value, 
which made a considerable hole in their profit, 
but left them in a much better position to 
maintain trade and meet the competition of 
Continental and other mark-ts, which is 5e- 
coming keener. The recvvery in. trade 
in important markets had been ‘maintained, 
fecling had sprung up 
result of these sales, 
alihough not approaching to the volume 
of the preceding year, were so far quite 
encouraging. ‘There were still a number of 
markets, notably in Central Europe, in which 
the depreciated exchange bulked very largely: 
and, it was dificult to see how business coutl 
revive in those markets until political conditions 
became more settled. 
THE WORST POINT PAST. 

‘Signs were not wanting to warrant the state- 
ment that they had probably seen the worst 
of the slump in markets where the depreciation 
-ef currency had not been so severe, and it was 
perhaps reasonable to assume that in these 
eases trade might continue steadier. Rezarding 
their work abroad, the Austrian mulls were 
working regularly, but not to the full capacicy; 
while those of the Czecho-Slovak company were 

roducing on a larger scale than Ausiria, They 
fad no exact information whether the Russian 
company’s mills were working. The slackness. 
of trade in the United States had proved to 
be temporary, and an increased demand for their 
goods had arisen. Trade in Mexico was remarkably 
steady. The reduction of prices had stimulated 
the home trade. Their Colonial trade, back- 
ward for years, was showing an improvement. 
Nearer home, there were still countries with 
room for improvement, but the exchanges 
operated against steady business. They had de- 
clined te. accept payment of the proceeds of 
liquidation of their mills by the German 
Government, as the amount did not include 
compensation. They were prosecuting a claim 
before the mixed arbitra! tribunal in London. 
Regarding rumours that their company was to 
issue fresh capital and take a large interest 
in the business of a company manufacturing 
artificial silk, the Chairman‘ said that therc was 
no foundation for these rumours. Should the 
time arrive when fresh capital might be required 
to extend their business, they would promptly 
apprise their sharcholders of their intentions, 

‘A shareholder asked what was the figure 
tendered by the German Government, and what 
was the figure demanded. 

The Setretary replied that, as negotiations are 
still proceeding, the Directors preferred not to 
disclose. the figure. a i 

The report was then unanimously adopted, 
and the retiring Directors re-elected.
